United States tree of postage.” He argoed that
the system should be abolished, ne it gives but
small privileges to the publisher who is not
entitled to any, and ot the same time involves
&n enorgious expense to the United States, The
taxes are pald by the people, and if those
privileges awarded to the people be nereised
thereby, who should object to the expense?

Bvery one reads a  newepaper, and
when it i& remembered that every copy
of a good paper is compiled of exiracts

token from hundreds of soarces, the impori-
ance of having every lacility for securing them
becomes apparent, Irthe tree law wag abolished
o paper wonld be restricted jn its exchunges,
puly the best would be vaken, and many ol the
pecasional good things which appenr 1n & gene-
rally bad paper would be lost, It is, Io fact, the
same as though a copy of every newspaper was
pent free to every house i our land, for they get
the crepm of it2 contents for their three cents in o
dally paper, It is tar more for the public good
than tor the publisher’s good, thal the present
excellent law operates. The whole work, how-
ever, I8 interesting, and should be resd hy thoee
whe admire desuliory literature. The follow-
ing sketch of the Railroad Postal system 1s

worthy of republication:—

“Ihis systom, wh ch wus suggested by the cele.
brated Rowlands Hill, origivaied at a period in
Euglish Jso-hl history when the requiremeénts of
trade and commorce demanded & revisal ot the
oode. Perbaps no man was betier quaatied for the
purpose than was Mr Hill, In 1Bod rairond post
oftices were in use for mail bags. Each ruilway com-

ny provided a car, whon dosired to do so by tue
Fouf grer-General, for the exclusive wse of the
mails, Ahese cars were fitted up with boxes to
faciitate the distibution and reception of the mais.
Oun the London aud Laverpool Roand (1838) it required
the constant and souve employmeut of two clorks Lo
aesort, recvive, and hund out the mueils; such is e
rapidity of travel, aud so0 nnmerous are the post
offices upon 1hi# route. bubsequently these cars
were used tor the ditribution of letters i large
cities, by assortiug them on the routes. Not only
wore such distributious maude on the cars 1or a'l the

ringipal statious on the iue of the raiiroads hetors
¢ arrival of the cars, ot distribunons tor the
effices sonneotod with tho stations, and thore,ore 1ns
cidentally for the eutire district ol conntry through
which (he Hues are ln operation.
